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PREFACE 


A continuing activity of the Unesco Secretariat is to make available information 
about educational sources, thus contributing to an increase in international knowledge 
about national education systems. As part of this activity, one issue of Education 
Abstracts has each year been devoted to a survey of official reports on education. In the 
present case, the coverage has been extended by including statistical sources. The biblio- 
graphy that forms the main part of this document includes all official reports known to 
the Secretariat which are of a periodical nature, which are national (as distinct from local 
within countries), and which are principally concerned with education and educational 
statistics or are the major official sources of information about the education system. 
Regional and international reports that include educational data of an official nature 
are included. In federal countries, official reports issued by the Ministries of Education 
of the States or provinces (even if in addition to a federal report) have also been included. 
Reports from overseas departments and territories have been listed immediately after 
those of the Sovereign States responsible for their external relations at the time when 
the items listed were published. 


Those items which were reported in the December 1954 edition of Education 
Abstracts (Vol. VI, n° 10) and for which no more recent issues have since been received, 
are listed without annotation. The new items have been annotated in such a way as to 
describe the subjects or the types of statistics covered in the report;no descriptive or 
evaluative abstracts have been attempted, as the issue is planned primarily as a biblio- 
graphical and research tool and not as a source of direct information on educational 
progress. 


The National Commissions of seven Member States replied to the Secretariat request 
for abstracts of their reports, but since the form of this issue is changed it has been 
possible to use only two of the texts submitted. The co-operation of these countries is 
nevertheless sincerely appreciated and it is hoped that they, and others, will comment 


on their entries as they now appear. 


It was planned that this issue should appear in December, as had previous issues 
on Education Reports in 1953 and 1954, Owing to publication problems, however, the 
survey appears one month later than forecast. Whether or not a further report of this 
nature will appear in twelve months’ time has yet to be decided; the decision will depend 
on the reactions of readers to the present issue. 

For ease of reference the items listed in the bibliography are numbered consecutively 
and each item is coded ED or ST or both; these letters indicate whether the item is 
principally descriptive of the educational system or statistical in content or a mixture 
of both elements.

OFFICIAL REPORTS ON EDUCATION 


The function of an official report on education is not primarily to inform people outside the 
country of its origin. Reports are addressed to ministers, to the parliament or to the public, 
giving an accounting of the stewardship confided to an educational authority during a particular 
period. The purpose of the report is usually fully achieved if it accounts for monies spent, 
records important changes in legislation, administration and organization, records trends, 
emphasizes needs, forecasts possible future emergencies or necessary major changes, and re- 
ports by statistical and descriptive means the present status of the education system. 


However, despite their primary importance as national administrative documents, official 
reports may be considered as potentially useful sources for the comparative educationist. No 
matter how well a student may be acquainted, through personal contact or past study, with the 
education systems of a number of countries, he cannot hope to maintain that close contact with 
all of them; and his knowledge of changes and developments will most frequently be kept up to 
date by reading publications or documents. It is not possible for a country to produce compre- 
hensive surveys of its education system very frequently; despite the fact that countries produce 
studies regularly dealing with individual aspects of their system, the best means of keeping 
abreast of overall developments are the official reports. 


Of the some 90 sovereign States of the world, only about half publish periodical official 
reports, and it is unfortunate that among the ones not doing so are many countries whose educa- 
tion systems are advanced and whose continuing experience would be of considerable value to 
foreign students. For most of these countries, a partial substitute is available in the reports 
submitted to the International Bureau of Education and Unesco, and published annually in the 
yearbook, (1) In this issue of Education Abstracts the IBE-Unesco source has been quoted when 
no other report exists, but this cannot be considered a completely satisfactory substitute. 





For non-self-governing territories and trust territories, reports on education arise both 
from internal, national considerations and from certain international factors. Those of the 
former type vary from one group of territories to another. Territories under British adminis- 
tration, almost without exception, prepare annual reports which conform to a standard pattern, 
textually and statistically, and often are the only comprehensive source of information on the 
education systems of those territories. But the form of the reports is such that they serve 
adequately for most comparative purposes. Certain of the French oversea territories report 
annually on official activities. In these reports a special chapter, with a standardized form of 
presentation, is devoted to the description and statistics of education. Some territories under 
Belgian, Netherlands and United States administration publish official reports on their educa- 
tional systems. In the case of Spanish territories and Portuguese oversea provinces, there are 
few comparable reports, but statistics are available from metropolitan sources. The exact 
status of reports from each territory can be seen by reference to the entries in the succeeding 
pages. 


States administering the eleven trust territories report annually to the General Assembly and 
Trusteeship Council of the United Nations, in response to a questionnaire in which one full 
section is devoted to education. The appendix gives a statement of the form taken by the relevant 
portion in the reports on trust territories. It can be seen that provision is made for reporting 
most of the facts needed to understand the education system and the status of the programme. 
According to Article 73e of the Charter of the United Nations, Member States responsible for the 
administration of non-self-governing territories transmit annually to the Secretary-General of the 
United Nations, information regarding economic, social and educational progress achieved in 
these territories. This information is summarized by the Secretariat of the United Nations and 
published every year. (2) 


In the previous paragraphs we have referred to the reports as though for each country one 
might expect a single publication to contain all the relevant information published. This, 
however, is not usually true. To cover the whole field it is often necessary to refer to two or

more different reports; a perusal of the country entries will show that in the majority of cases 
it has been found necessary to list more than one source. The ways in which divisions arise are 


many, but it will suffice here to note: 


(i) that federal countries in which states or provinces have a high degree of responsibility 
for education can be completely covered only by referring to state or provincial reports

in addition to federal; (3) 


(ii) that some aspects of education e. g. agricultural education, health education, technical 
education etc., may come under other ministries than the education ministry and so 
are reported separately (this aspect has not been treated in the present document); 


(iii) that the most important division occurs in the reporting of educational statistics. 
Further comments on this aspect will be made later in the essay. 


In some cases, there is no separate report on education for a country, though a chapter may 
be included in more general reports. This practice was noted for some non-self- governing 
territories, and it may be added that some sovereign states adopt a similar practice. The South 
African Official Year Book (4) is a case in point. The annual report of the Department of Educa- 
tion, Science and Culture also exists but covers only the activities of the Union authorities. In 
Australia the Year Book of the Commonwealth(5) devotes a section each year to education though 
only at infrequent intervals is this section at all comprehensive. 








We observe then that regular national reporting on education takes a number of diverse forms 
varying from no report at all to an annual report which covers all the essential elements of the 
education system. No attempt can be made here, of course, to evaluate the utility of existing 
reports within each country. On the other hand, it is reasonable for the present document to 
examine briefly some existing reports to see how far they achieve international usefulness while 
meeting the national requirements for which they are primarily published. 


The organization of national reports 





Educationists are so well acquainted with the structure of their own education systems that 
the barest of headings and a minimum of explanatory text is sufficient to orient them in reading 
a report. This is less frequently true of the foreign reader. It is a pleasure for him to finda 
report which is so arranged as to give him immediate information about the essentials of the 
structure of the education system. An orderly arrangement of the content of the report, so that 
its sections represent logical divisions of educational activity, is most useful. Thus the report 
of the Ministry of Education of the United Kingdom has three separately published parts(®) 
dealing with the three differing systems of England and Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland. 
The English report has chapters treating the clearly separate problems of the education pro- 
gramme - Primary and Secondary Education, Special Services, Further Education, Teachers, 
Building, University Awards etc. The whole makes possible a rapid assessment of trends and 


problems and is amply illustrated by appended statistical tables referring to the same general 
categories as the descriptive sections. Other countries achieve a similarly useful presentation, 
as can be seen in an example from another language group, the Memoria(7) of Venezuela. A 
special section is devoted to new decrees and legislation in the field of education, as befits their 
importance in Latin American educational organization. The report is made more valuable by 
the use of diagrams to illustrate organizational and administrative structure. As with most of 
the educational reports of Latin American States, such statistics as are reported are placed in 
the text and not in appendices; for this reason they are rather more difficult to handle. 





(3) It will be noted that the entry for the United States of America, though it is a federal country, 
joes not include a complete listing of State reports. The complexity of the United States 
and the difficulty 


system of education, its high degree of local control below the State level, 


of deciding from amongst the large volume of reports available those which might be cal 


* periodical, has made this necessary. The same remarks apply also to India. 
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The use of diagrams to illustrate structure and organization is most effective. The States 

of the Australian Commonwealth, in endeavouring to achieve some comparability between their 
reports and statistics have agreed that each statistical section (appended to the descriptive report) 
will be preceded by diagrams illustrating organization. This practice is becoming widely 

adopted and its effectiveness for descriptive and comparative purposes can be seen in its liberal 
use in the World Survey of Education. (8) 





In an annual report it is not possible to deal at length with every aspect of the education pro- 
gramme and some countries choose to expand selected important sections dealing with parts of 
the work which have been particularly developed or areas in which problems are evidently 
arising. The Director of Education in New Zealand(9) has standardized this device by preceding 
each annual report with a discussion of three selected topics, e.g. for 1954, character training, 
appointment and promotion of primary teachers, and new buildings. These are followed by an 
ordered treatment of all activities of his department, with full statistics appended. 


Space will not permit a full discussion of that most important element of an education report, 
the statistics, without which it is extremely difficult if not impossible to understand a school 
system. It is rarely that a report does not contain the most essential statistics, but when these 
are located in the body of the text it is not easy to use them for analytical purposes. Sometimes 
statistics are published separately from the general report: for example in the Netherlands, the 
educational statistics, which are among the most comprehensive in the world, anda very 
systematic annual report, are published separately, one by the Central Statistical Bureau and 
the other by the Ministry of Education. Such separation of related parts of a reporting system is 
a reflection of the administrative structure of the country itself and does not seriously reduce 
the effectiveness of the reporting when both parts are readily and regularly available. However, 
the placing of statistics as an appendix to the descriptive part of the report appears to be the 
most effective procedure, and it is being more widely adopted as countries increase the compre- 
hensiveness of their reporting. 


The standardized presentation of statistics is a most important factor in improving their 
comparability. The problems involved in assembling educational statistics internationally and in 
the standardization of their reporting are discussed at some lengthin Chapter III of the World 
Survey of Education. (8) It may be repeated here that suggested tabulations designed to meet 





national needs, and at the sametime to improve international comparability, have been drawn up 
through the work of Unesco and it is gratifying to note that two countries at least - Austria(19) 

and Spain(! 1) - have adopted the complete standardized pattern. The value of standard presenta- 
tion is seen by reading together the reports of British territories, which all conform toa 

pattern established centrally for descriptive and statistical reporting. The reports to the 
Trusteeship Council of the United Nations similarly follow a questionnaire. It is hardly likely that 
universal standardization will be achieved, but a degree of conformity of statistical reporting 
seems a future possibility and this in itself would be a tremendous advantage to comparative 
educationists. 


One's knowledge of developments in an education system is perhaps too often confined to 
statistics alone. Where educational statistics are published by statistical bureaux they are often 
unaccompanied by adequate textual explanation. Valuable indeed as are the statistics in the 
Austrian report they are made even more useful by an introductory descriptive text which adds 
qualitative values to the quantitative statement. 


But layout and presentation alone will not maxe a report a sufficient vehicle for the descrip- 
tion of asystem. For this purpose certain matters will need to be specifically provided for. 
Since the report is intelligible only in so far as the reader knows the system it would seen 
desirable that sufficient space should be available to describe essentials. Several existing reports 
are introduced by a short historical survey which is essentially the same from year to year, being 
brought up to date as necessary. This sets the stage quite well and it can be assisted by a 
summary of the national statistics required for an understanding of the scope of the educational

problem; the use of these will be noted at the head of each chapter of the World Survey of 





Education(8) and in many territorial reports. We have already noted the effectiveness of diagrams 
in describing educational administration and school organization while using little space. Such 
permanent features as these in a national report add practically nothing to the labour of compila- 
tion, little to the cost of production, but much to its usefulness. 


Except perhaps in the specialized field of statistics, it would be foolish to attempt to lay 
down standards and specifications for educational reporting; these will be determined by national 


needs, outlooks, and demands. But it can certainly be stated: 


(i) that a national report on education, even where it is not constitutionally or adminis- 
tratively required, is a valuable device for national assessment; 


) that it is possible to achieve maximum national usefulness while at the same time pro- 





ding valuable information internationally; but that the second purpose has to be 
deliberately considered in framing the report - it does not automatically follow from 


the success of the first. 


The present study is prepared as much for the educational administrator as for the student 
f education, in the hope that it may assist the production of reports where they do not exist, and 
vhere they do, give some indication as to how they can be made even more useful records of 
educational achievement and instruments of research.

Education reports for these Territories are remarkably homogeneous and up to 
date. The bibliography below lists the latest publications available when this issue 
of Education Abstracts was sent to press. As a measure of economy, an analysis 
is given here of the reports as a whole, instead of the individual abstracting followed 
elsewhere in this document. 





The primary official source on education is the annual report which the Director 
of Education presents to his Administration (i.e. the Government of the Territory). 
Usually these reports are printed locally and may be procured direct from the 
Department of Education or the government publications office; however, it is also 
possible to place orders through the Crown Agents for Overseas Governments & 
Administrations, 4 Millbank, London, S.W.1. 


Most of the Department of Education reports follow a standard pattern which was 
proposed by the British Secretary of State for the Colonies in 1949. The total 
amount of space and the relative importance of items naturally vary from one 
Territorial report to another, but the general form is as follows. The first half has 
descriptive text: part I, historical survey; part II, summary of present school 
system; part III, events during the past year (divided into sections for legislation 
and administration; finance; primary, secondary, technical, higher education in 
turn; teacher training; physical conditions in schools; social and moral welfare; 
adult education). Although this form is now widely used in British territories, certain 
exceptions may be noted: the Malta Report, which covers a seven-year period, and the 
Southern Rhodesia Report (the item listed below will be the last of the series, because 
of the constitutional changes introduced in 1953-4), 


The second part of each Department of Education report is devoted to statistical 
tables, once more on a standard pattern. The usual components are tables showing, 
for a given day or month in the year under review: the number of institutions (by level 
and by maintaining body); the number of courses; the number of pupils enrolled (by 
level, type of school, sex); pupils analysed by type of course taken; distribution of 
pupils by age, grade, sex (some reports have a simpler table, by years completed 
at school and by sex); teachers classified by qualifications (for different types and level 
of school, by sex); expenditure on education (by source); expenditure (by object). 


For the few British territories which do not issue an Education Department report, 
an alternative source is the administration report; this may take the form of an 
official annual document, as for the State of Brunei, or of the annual and biennial 
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studies published by the Colonial Office on each territory. These devote a section to 
education, with descriptive and statistical data, but are listed here only as secondary 
sources, in default of the Education Department report. 


Yet another source, for the three Trust Territories (British Cameroons, British 
Togoland, Tanganyika), are the annual reports presented by the United Kingdon 
Government to the General Assembly of the United Nations. These have a standard 
pattern corresponding to a questionnaire approved by the Trusteeship Council. One 
chapter deals with educational advancement, and several statistical annexes give 
tables of similar scope to those found in Education Department reports. 


The final source, still more condensed, is the summary of information published 
by the United Nations (see Abstract no. 2).
